Gentlemen, 


1 is with a juſt Deference to Vour great Power and In- 
fluence in this Kingdom, that I lay before You the fol- 

lowing Comment upon the Laws which regard the Settle- 
ment of the Imperial Crown of Great Britain. My Purpoſe in 
addreſſing theſe Matters to You, is to conjure You, as 
Heaven has blefled You with proper Talents and Opportu- 
nittes, to recommend them, in Your Writings and Diſ- 
courſes, to Your Fellow-Subjects. . | | 

In the Character of Paſtors and Teachers, You . have an 
almoſt irreſiſtible Power over us of Your Congregations ; 
and by the admirable Inſtitution of our Laws, the Tenths 
of our Lands, now in Your Poſſeſſion, are deſtined to be- 
come the Property of ſuch others, as ſhall b Learning and 
Virtue qualify themſelves to ſucceed You. ſe Circum- 
ances of Education and Fortune, place the Minds of the 
People, from Age to Age, under your Direction: As there- 
fore it would be the higheſt Indiſcretion in Miniſters of State 
of this Kingdom, to nelge&t the Care of being acceptable to 
You in their Adminiſtration ; ſo it would be the greateſt 
Impiety in You, to enflame the People committed to your 
Charge, with Apprehenſions of Danger to You and 5 
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Give me Leave, who have in all my Words and Actions, 
from my Youth upwards, maintained an inviolable Reſpect 
to You and Your Order, to obſerve to You, That all the 
Diſſatisfactions which have been raiſed in the Minds of the 
People, owe their Riſe to the Cunning of artful Men, who 
have introduced the Mention of You and Your Intereſt, 
(Which are facred to all good Men) to cover and ſanctify 


their own Practices upon the Affections of the People, for 


nds very different from the Promotion of Religion and 
Virrue. Give me Leave alſo to take Notice, That theſe Sug- 


geſtions have been favonred by ſome few unwary Men in 


Holy Orders, who have made the Conſtitution of their own 
Country a very little Part of their Study, and yet made 
Obedience and Government the frequent Subjects of their 
Diſcourlcs. = „ 
Theſe Men, from the pompous Ideas of Imperial Great- 
neſs, and Submiſſion to abſolute Emperors, which they im- 
bibed in their carlier Years, have from Time to Tune in- 
advertently uttered Notions of Power and Obedience ab- 
horrent from the Laws of this their native Country. 


I will take the further ef to ſay, That it the Acts. 


of Parliament mentioned in the following Treatiſe had been 
from Time to Time put in a fair and clear Light, and been 
carcfully recommended to the Peruſal of young Gentlemen 
in Colleges, with a Preference to all other Civil Inſtitutions, 
whatſoever ; this Kingdom had not been in its preſent Con- 
ition, but the Conſtitution would have had, in every. 
Member the Univerfitics have ſent into the World ever 
ſince the Revolution, an Advocate for our Rights and 
ibert1cs, | 
There is one thing which deſerves Your moſt ſerious Con- 
ſidcration. You have bound Your Selves by the ſtrongeſt 
Engagements that Religion can lay upon Men, to ſupport 


that Sueceſſion which is the Subject ot the following Papeis; 
You have tied down Your Souls by an Oath to maintain 


It as it is ſettled in the Houſe of Hanover; nay, You have 

gone much further than is uſual in Cafes of this Nature, 

as You haye perſonally abjured the Pretender to thus Crown 
F ˙ Yo 95 3s Su Cr ne SSI 
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and that. expreſly, without any Equwocations, or mental 
Reſervations wharſoeyer ; that is, without any poſſible Ef- 
capes, by which the Subtlety of temporizing Caſuiſts might 
hope to elude the Force of theſe ſolemn Obligations. You 
know much better than I do, wh ther the calling God ro 
witneſs .to the Sincerity of our Intentions in thefe Caſes, 
 wherher the ſwearing upon the holy Evangeliſts in the mott 
ſolemn Manner, whether the taking of an Oath before Mul- 
titudes of Fellow-Subjects and Fellow-Chrittians in our pub- 
lick Courts of Juſtice, do not lay the greateſt Obligations 
that can be laid on the Conſeiences of Men. This I am ſure 
of, that if the Body of a Clergy who conſiderately and 
voluntarily entered into theſe Engagements, ſhould be made 
uſe of as inſtruments and Examples to make the Nation 
break through them, not only the Succeſſion to our Crown, 
but the very Eſſence of our Religion is in Danger. What a 
Triumph would it furniſh to thoſe evil Men among us who 
are Enemies to Vour Sacred Order? What Occaſion would 


to the Succeſſors of their own Order, under a 


odious to their Fellow-Subjects. 


Under this Pxetence Men may preſume to practiſe ſuch

* it adminiſter to Atheiſts and Unbelievers, to ſay, that Chri- 
be ſtianity is nothing elſe but an outward Show and Pretence 
among the molt knowing of it's Profeſſors? What could we 
afterwards object ro Jeſuits ? what would be the Scandal 
brought upon aur holy Church, which is at preſent the 
Glory and Bulwark of the Reformation ? how would our 
preſent Clergy appear in the Eyes of their Poſterity and even 
vernment 
introduced and eſtabliſhed by a Conduct ſo directly oppoſite 
to all the Rules of Honour and Precepts of Chriftiamty > . 
As I always ſpeak and think of Your holy, Order with 
the urmolt Deference and Reſpect, I do not inſiſt upon this 
Subject, to inſumate rhat there is fuch a Diſpoſition among 
Your venerable Body, but ro (hew how much Your own 
Honour and the Intereſt of Religion is concerned, that there 
ſhould be no Cauſe gwen for it. 
Under Colour of a Zeal rowards You, Men may ſome- 
times act not only with Impunity but Popularity, What 
would render them, without that Hypoeriſy, intufferably

It behoves You therefore, Gentlemen, to conſider, whe- 
ther the Cry of the Church's Danger may not at length 
become a Truth: And as you are Men of Senſe and 
Men of Honour, to exert Your Selves in undeceiving 
the Multitude, whenever their affectionate Concern for 
You may prove fatal to themſelves. | 


You are ſurrounded by a learned, wealthy, and know- 


ing Gentry, who can .diftinguiſh Your Merit, and do 


Honour to your Characters. They koow with what Firm- 


neſs as Engliſhmen, with what Self-Denial as Prelates, 
with what Charity as Chriſtians, the Lords the Biſhops, 
Fathers of the Church, have behaved themſelves in the 
Publick Cauſe : They know what Contumelies the ret of 
the Clergy have undergone, what Diſcountenance they 
have laboured under, what Prejudice they have ſuffered 
in their Miniſtry, who have adhered to the Cauſe of 
Truth; But it is certain that the Face of things is now 
too melancholy to bear any longer falſe Appearances 
and common Danger has united Men, who not long ago 
were arifully inflamed againſt each other, into ſome Regard 
of their common Safety. 

When the World is in this Temper, thoſe of our Paſtors, 
whoſe exemplary Lives and charitable Diſpoſitions both 
adorn and advance our holy Religion, will be the Objects 
of our Love and Aduntation; and thoſe who purſue the 
Gratifications of Pride, Ambition, and Avarice, under 
the ſocted Character of Clergymen, will not fail to be our 
Contenipt and Deriſion. Noiſe 
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Noiſe and Wrath cannot always paſs for Zeal ; and if 
ve ſee but little of the publick Spirit of Engliſhmen or the 


Charity of Chriſtians in others, it is certain we can feel 

but little of the Pleaſure of Love and Gratitude, and but 

faint Emotions of ReſpeR and Veneration in our ſelves. 
It will be an Action worthy the Miniſters of the 


Church of England, to diſtinguiſh themſelves for the Love - 


of their Country; and as we have a Religion that wants 


no Aſſiſtance from Artifice or Enlargement of Secular 


Power, but is well ſupported by the Wiſdom and Piety of 


its Preachers, and its own native Truth, to let Mankind 
ſee that we have a Clergy who are of the People, obedient 


to the ſame Laws, and zealous not only of the Supremacy 


Fellow Subjects. This will make us who are Your Flock 
burn with CE to ſee, and with Zeal to imitate Your Lives 
and Actions. It cannot be expected but that there will 
be, in ſo great a Body, light, ſuperficial, vain, and ambi- 
tious Men, who being untouched with the ſublime Force 
of the Goſpel, will think it their Intereſt to inſinuate 
Jealouſies between the Clergy and Laity, in Hopes to de- 
rive from their Order a Veneration which they know they 
cannot deſerve from their Virtue. But while the moſt 
worthy, conſpicuous, learned, and powerful of Your ſa- 


centives of doing Good to the Souls of Men, we will not 
doubt of ſeeing by Your Miniſtry the Love of our Coun- 
try, due Regard for our Laws and Libertics, and Reient- 


{ment for the Abuſe of Truth, revive in the Hearts of 


Men. And as there are no Inſtruments under Heaven 
ſo capable of this great Work, that God would make

One particular Man 
has 1 in thoſe Caſes, from the Dignity of his Appear- 
or other Oualitics known or imagined .by the Multitude, 
been received into ſudden Favour aud Authority; the Occaſion 
of their Difference has been repreſented to him, and the Matter 
referred to his Deciſion, | ; 

T his firſt Step towards acting reaſonably has brought them to 
themſelves ; and when the Perſon, by an Appeal to whom they 
fir were taken out of Confuſjon, was gone from amongſt them, 
they have calmly taken further Meaſures from 4 Senſe of their

Ab ſolute unlimited Power in one Per ſon ſeems to have bien the 


firſt and natural Recourſe of Mankind from Diſorder and Ra- 
pine; and ſuch a Government muit be acknowledged to be better 


than no Government at all: But all Reftriftions of Power mad

1 was glad to find this natural Senſe of Power confirmed in me 
by very great & good Mengwho have made Government & the Prin- 


ciples on which it is founded,their profeſſed Study and Meditation; 


A very celebrated Aut bor has theſe Words, | 
The Cate of Man's Nature ſtandingas it does, ſome kind 
of Regiment the Law of Nature doth require; yet the kinds 


thereof being many, Nature tieth not to any one, but 
leaveth the Choice as 2 thing arbitrary. At the firſt, when 


ſome certain Kind of Reginient was once approved, it may 


be that nothing was hen further ti.ought upon for the 


Manner of governing, but all permitted unto their Wiſ- 
dom and Diſcretion which were to rule, till by Experience 
they found this for all Parts very inconvenient, ſo as the 
thing which they had deviſed for a Remedy did indeed but 
encreaſe the Sore which it (ſhould have cured. They ſaw 
that to live by one Man's Will became the Cauſe of all Mens Mi- 
ſery. This conſtrained them to come unto Laws, wherein 
all Men might ſee their Duties befote-hand, and know the 
Penalties of tranſgreſſing them, Men always knew, that 
when Force and Injury was offered, they might be De- 
fenders of themſelves; they knew that howſoever Men 
might ſeek their own Commodity, yet if this were done 
with Injuiy to others, it was not to be ſuffered, but by all 
Men and by all good Means to be withſtood, © 

Finally, They knew that no Man might in Reaſon take. 
upon him to determine his own Right,and according to his 
own Determination proceed in Maintenance thereof; inaſ- 
much as every Man is towards himſelf, and them whom he 


greatly affecteth, partial; & therefore that Strifes & Troubles 


would be endleſs, except they gave their common Conſent 
all to be ordered by ſome whom they (ſhould agree upon. 


Ar. Stanhope, in Defence of Reſiſtance in Caſes of extream 
| Neceſſuy, cites this memorable Paſſaze from Grot ius: | 


If the King hath one Part of the Supream Power, and 
the other Partis in the Senate or People ; when ſuch a King 
ſhall invadc that Part that doth not belong to him, it ſhall 
be lawful to oppoſe a juſt Force to him, becauſe his Power 
doth not extend ſo far: Which Poſition 1 hold to be true, 
even though the Poyer of 1 War ſhould be — 

. : | only 
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only in the King, which muſt be underſtood to relate only 
to foreign War: For as for Home, it is impoſſible for any to 
. have a Share of the Supream Power, and not to have like- 


wiſe a Right to.defend that Share. 


An eminent Divine, who deſerves all Honour for the Obliga- 
tions he has laid upon both Church and State by his Writings on 
the Subject of Government, argues againſt Unlimited Power thus; 

The Queſtion is, Whether the Power of the Civil Magi- 
rate be unlimited; that is, in other Words, Whether the 
Nature of his Office require it to be ſo: But what? Is it the 
End of that Office that one particular Perſon may do what 
he pleaſeth without Reſtraint? Or that Society ſhould be 
made happy and ſecure? Who will ſay the former? And 
if the latter be the true End of it, a leſs Power than abſo- = 
Jute will anſwer it: Nay, an abſolute Power is a Power to 
_ that End, and therefore inconſiſtent with the End 
It felt. | 5 2 

Theſe Paſſages I thought fit to produce by way of Preface to the 
following Diſcourſe, as carrying in them the Reaſon and Founda- 
tion of Government it ſelf, and in Maintenance of what paſſed 
at the Revolution. | 00 

I ſhall only beg leave to add to them one very great Living 
Authority, the prejent Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain; 
who in a late famous Tryal, did openly before Queen, Lords and 
Commons, maintain the Lanfulneſs of the Revolution under the 
Notion of Reſiſtance, and «ſſert before the moſt ſolemn and au- 
guſt Aſſembly of Europe, that there are extraordinary Caſes, 
Caſes of Neceſlity, which are implyed, though not expreſ- 
fed in the General Rule; that is, which are ſo plain and ſo 
open to the common Senſe of Mankind, that even whilit you are 
declaring Reſiſtance in all Caſes to be unlanful, you are of neceſſe- 
ty underitood to mean, that Reſiſtance in ſome Caſes is lawful: 
am pleaſed to obſerve, that no ne ever put the Matter ſo. 
ſtronp hy, or carried it ſo high as this great Man did upon that 
Critical Occaſion. At the ſame time he was ſo juſt to his Country, 
as to declare, That ſuch a Cate undoubtedly the Revoluti- 
on was, When our late unhappy Sovereign then upon the 
Throne, miſled by evil Counſellors, endeavourcd to ſub- 
vert and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws 
and Liberties or the Kingdom. 88 
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A T is every Man's Duty to correct the Extra- 
A vagances of his Will, in order to enjoy 
Life as becomes a rational Being ; but we 
cannot poſſeſs our Souls with Pleaſure and 

Satisfaction, except we preſerve to our 


— ſelves that ineſtimable Bleſſing which we 
call Liberty. By Liberty, I deſire to be underſtood to 


mean, the Happineſs of Mens living under Laws of their 


own making by their perſonal Conſent, or that of their 


Repreſentatives, 


Without this, the Diſtinctions amongſt Mankind are 
but gentler Degrees of Miſery ; for as the true Life of Man 
conſiſts in conducting it according to his own juſt Senti- 
ments and innocent Inclinations, his Being is degraded 


below that of a free Agent, which Heaven has made him, 


when his Affections and Paſſions are no longer governed 
by the Dictates of his own Mind, and the Intereſts of Hu- 
mane Society, but by the arbitrary unreſtrained Will of 
another. 1 8 

Without Liberty, even Health, and Strength, and all 
the Advantages beſtowed on us by Nature and Providence, 
may at the Will of a Tyrant be employed to our own 


Ruin, and that of our Fellow Creatufes. 


Liberty is eſſential to our Happineſs, and they who re- 
ſign Life it ſelf rather than part with it, do only a pru- 
dent Action; but thoſe who lay it down, and voluntarily 
expoſe themſelves to Death, in behalf of their Friends and 
Country, do an heroick One. The more exalted Part of

our Species are moved by ſuch generous Impulſes as theſe; 
but even the Community, the Maſs of Mankind, when 
convinced of the Danger of their Civil Rights,” are anxi- 
ous of preſerving to themſelves that deareſt of all Poſſeſſions, 


Liberty. | : 

The lare Kingdoms of England and Scotland have con- 
tended for it from Age to Age, with too great a Price of 
Blood and Treaſure to be given for the Purchaſe of any 
other Bleſſing; but laid out Parſimoniouſly, when we 
conſider they have tranſmitted this to their Poſterity. 

But ſince, by I know not what Fatality, we are of late 
grown ſupine, and our Anxiety for it is abated, in Pro- 
portion to the Danger to which it is every Day more ex- 
poſed, by the artful and open Attacks of the Enemies of 
pur Conſtitution ; it is a ſeaſonable and honeſt Office to 
Jook into our Circumſtances, and let the Enemies of our 
py Eſtabliſhment behold the Securities which the 
Laws of our Country have given thoſe who dare aſſert 
their Liberties, and the Terrors which they have pronoun- 
ced againſt thoſe who dare undermine them, For, what- 
ever is the Proſpect before our Eyes, it is the Buſineſs of 
every honeſt Man to look up with a Spirit that becomes 
Honeſty, and to do what 1n him lics for the Improve- 
ment of our preſent Condition, which nothing but our 
own Puſilanimity can make deſperate. 

The moſt deſtructive Circumſtance in our Affairs ſeems 
to be, that by the long and repeated Inſinuations of our 
Enemies, many are worn into a Kind of Doubt of their 
own Cauſe, and think with Patience of what is ſuggeſt- 
ed in Favour of contrary Pretenſions. The moſt obvious 
Method of-reviving the proper Sentiments in the Minds of 
Men for what they onght to eſteem moſt dear, 1s to ſhew, 
that our Cauſe has in it all the Sanctions of Honour, 
Truth, and Juſtice ; and that we are, by all the Laws 
of God and Man, enſtated in a Condition of enjoying 
Religion, Life, Liberty, and Property, reſcued, from the 
molt imminent Danger of having them all for ever depend 
upon the Arbitrary Power of a Fopiſh Prince,

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We ſhould have been chained down in this abject Con- 
dition in the Reign of the late K. Fames, had not God Al- 


mighty in Mercy given us the late happy Revolution, b 
that glorious Inſtrument of his Providence, the great an 


memorable King MLLIAM. But though this wonderful 
Deliverance happened as it were but Yeſterday, yet ſuch 


is the Inadvertency or l;;gratitude of ſome amongſt us, 


that they ſeem not only to have forgotten the Deliverer, 
but even the Deliverance it ſelf. Old Men act as if they 
believed the Danger which then hung over their Heads 
was only a Dream, the wild Effects of ill-grounded ima- 
y_ Fears; and young Men, as if they had never 

eard from their Fathers, nor read of what paſſed in this 
Kingdom, at a Period no farther backward than the Space 
of Five and Twenty Years. : 


I flatter my ſelf; that if the Paſſages which happened 
in thoſe Days, the Reſolutions of the Nation thereupon, 


and the juſt Proviſions made from Time to Time againſt 
our falling into the ſame Diſaſters, were fairly ſtated and 


laid in one View, all indirect Arts and mean Subtleties 


practiſed to weaken our Securities, would be fruſtrated, 
_ vaniſh before the glaring Light of Law and Rea- 
On. i 


I ſhall not govern my ſelf on this Occaſion by the par- 


tial Relation of particular Perſons or Parties, but by the 
Senſe of the whole People, by the Senſe of the Houſes of 
Lords and Commons, the repreſentative Body of the whole 
Nation; in whoſe Reſolations, according to the different 


State of Things, the Condition of the Kingdom, by thoſe 
who had the greateſt Stakes in it, has been from Lime to 


Time plainly, impartially, and pathetically expreſſed. | 
I ſhall begin with the ct of Parliament made in Eng- 


land in the ſecond Seſſion of the firſt Year of the late King 


Milliam and Queen Mary, entituled, An AG declaring 
the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, and ſettling the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Crown, © 1 


It carries in it the noble Reſentment of a People that 


had been juſt reſcued from Tyranny; and yet, that they 
might juſtify their Actions to Poſterity, it recites all —

Commiſſioners nominated on behalf of the Kingdom of 
England, under the Great Seal of England, dated the 10th 
Day of April then laſt paſt, in pürſuance of an Act of 
Parliament made in Englandin the Third Year of Her Ma- 
jeſty's Reign, and the Commiſſioners nominated on the be- 
half of the Kingdom of Scotland, under the Great Seal of 
Scotland, dated the 27th Day of February, in the 4th Year 
of Her Majeſty's Reign, in purſuance of the 4th Act of the 
3d Seſſion of the then preſent Parliament of Scorland, to 


treat of and concerning an Union of the ſaid Kingdoms; 


and reciting that an Act had paſſed in the Parliament of 
Scotland, the 16th Day of January, in the 5th Year of Her 
Majeſty's Reign, wher in it is mentioned, that the Eſtates

Her Majeſty was impower'd by two ſeveral Acts of Par- 
liament, one of the late Kingdom of England, and the other 
of the late Kingdom of Scotland, to appoint Commiſſioners 
for each Kingdom, to treat of an Union of the two King- 
doms; but it was expreſly provided in each Act, that the 
Commiſſioners ſhould not treat of, or concerning the Al- 
teration of the Worſhip, Diſcipline, or Government of the 
Church in either Kingdom. | 
The Commiſſioners were accordingly appointed by Her 
Majelty, and 25 Articles were agreed upon between them, 
which Articles were approved, and ratified by two ſeveral 
Acts of Parliament of the ſaid late Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland; in which ſaid Acts each Kingdom provided 
for the Preſervation of the Worſhip, Diſcipline and Govern- 
ment of its reſpective Church, within their reſpective Parts 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain, and each Act of 
Parliament for the Preſervation of the ſaid Churches, were 
agreed to be taken as a Fundamental Condition of the Uni- 
on ; and to be repeated, and inſerted in any Act of Parli- 
ament for agreeing the ſaid Treaty, or Union betwixt the 
two Kingdoms, And it was exprelly enacted in each of the

is thereby enacted, That the ſaid Acts of Parliament of Eng- 


land and Scotland, for ſecuring their reſpective Churches;

coming the complear and entire Union of the two King-

The Words, ſo as aforeſaid ratified, approved and confirm- 
ed, are very material, and ought to be carefully obſerved, 
becauſe ſome of the ſaid Articles are made Entire and Ab- 
ſolute ; and others give a Power to the Parliament of Great 
Britain to alter the ſame: So that theſe Words, ſo as afore- 
ſaid ratified, approved and confirmed, muſt be taken reddenda

Whether this Article is not as firm as the Union it elf, 


and as the Settlement of Epiſcopacy in England, and Pres- 
bytery in Scotland, _ 

Theſe were the ſacred Terms and Stipulations made be- 
tween the two late Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and 
upon which both Kingdoms, by the Legal Repreſentatives, 
conſented to be diſſolved and exiſt no longer, bt be reſolved 
into, and United in one Kingdom, by the Name of Great 
Britain. | | 

The Powers that made this happy Union, the Parlia- 
ments of England and Scotland, haveno longer a Being, and 
therefore that Union, in the expreſs Terms thereof, muſt re- 
main Inviolable. The Union would be infringed ſhould 
there be any Deviation from theſe Articles; and what Con- 
ſequences that would have, no good Subject can think of 
without Horror; for as, I humbly preſume, there is no 
poſſibility of returning into the ſame State as we were in be- 


fore this Union, it is wild and extravagant to ſuppoſe it 
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ean be peaceably broken. Two Warlike Nations that ſhould 


leparate, after being under ſolemn Obligations of perpetu- 
al Union, would, like two private Men of Spirit that had 
broken Friendſhip, have ten thouſand nameleſs and inexpli- 
eable Cauſcs of Anger boiling in their Boſoms, which would 
render them incapable of living quiet Neighbours, and one 
of them mult be brought very low, or neither of them could 
live in Peace or Safety. What I mean is, that common 
Senſe, and the Nature of things would make one expect that 
nothing leſs than a War could attend the Diſſatisfactions 
of ſuch a Rupture, It becomes the Engliſhmen in Generoſity 
to be more particularly careful in preſcrving this Union. 
For the late Kingdom of Scotland had as numerous a No- 


bility as England, and the Repreſentatives of their Commons 
were alſo very Numerous; they have by the Articles of 


Union Conſented to ſend only Sixteen Peers, and Fourty 
Five Commons, to the Parliament of Great Britain, which 
hath the ſame number of Lords and Commous for England 
that were before the Union; ſo that the Scots Repreſenta- 
tives can make no ſtand in the Defence at all, or wy of the 
Articles of the Union, ſhould they be Oppos'd by ſuch un- 
equal Numbers of the Lords and Commons of England ; 
and therefore it is molt plain, from the Impotence in which 
ſo many Wiſe and Able Men of the Scorch Nation left them- 
{elves in theſe particulars, that they underſtood the Points of 
Religion in England and Scotland reſpectively, the Succeſſion 


to the Crown of Great Britain, and all other Articles of the 


Union, were never to be controverted. 
To guard and protect this Settlement of the Crown of the 


united Kingdom of Great Britain in the Proteſtant Line, an

ful and Rightful Queen of theſe Realms; or that the pre-

And all this hath been done in ſo open a manner, and in 
ſo expreſſive and plain Terms, that one cannot but think 
that our Popith or Facobite Party, who have been of late ſo 
bold, both in Writing and Speaking againſt the Settlement 
of the Crown of Great Britain in the Proteſtant Line, and 
cannot polſibly plead Ignorance of thele Things, mult have 
ſome unaccountable Encouragement for their Support. But 
let me inform every Briton, that loves Ins Queen, Religion, 
Laws and Liberties, it is his Duty to appear boldly in their 
Defence, and detect and ſeize thoſe Enemies to his Country, 
where-ever he finds them.

Now I am upon the Subject of this late Settlement of the 
Crown, I cannot forbear to expreſs my Wonder, that there 
can be found any Briton weak enough to contend againſt a 
Power in their own Nation, which is practiſed to a much 
greater Degree in other States, and without the leaſt ſeruple 
exercited, according to the Emergencies of Human Affairs. 
How hard is it, that Britain ſhould be debar'd the Privilege 
of eltabliſhing its own Security, even by relinquiſhing only 
thoſe Branches of the Royal Line which threatenit with De- 
ſtruction, whilſt other Nations never ſcruple, upon leſs Oe- 
caſions, to gomuch greater lengths. There have been even in 
France three different Races of their Kings; the firſt began 
with Pharamond, the ſecond with Charles Martell, and the 
third with Hugh Ciper ; and I doubt whether if the direct 
Line of the Blood Royal of France were to be followed, it 
would make for the Title of his preſent moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. 
Bur to come to freſh Inſtances, in which Great Britain 1t {elf 
hath not been unconcerned ; What Right, by the contrary 
Rule, could the Duke of Savoy have to the Kingdom of 
Sicily, or the Elector of Bavaria to that of Sardinia? Can 
Great Britain help to advance other Men to otherThrones,and 
have no Power in limiting its own? Has not Lewis the 
XIVrh given us freſh Inſtances of ſuch Innovations in his own 
Family? Or, can Men think he is not in earneſt, in excluding 
his Grandfon the King of Spain, and his Deſeendants, from 
the Crown of France ; and the Dauphin and Duke of Berry, 
and their Deſcendants, from the Crown of Spain? And if 
ſuch Sacred Things as Kingdoms themſelves may be thus 
diſpoſed of out of the Right Line, not by any Reſignation

parently for meer Reaſons of State and Ambition, certainly 


the Engliſb and Scotch, for Preſervation of Religion, Liberty

It ſeems a Phantom only that diſappears with 
the Light ; and I begin to hope it is as ridiculous and 
groundleſs, as the Artifice of ſome Men endeavours to re- 
preſent it. But my Thoughts will not let me reſt here, I 
ask my ſelf, before I am aware, what are the Marks of a 
laſting Security ? What, are our Tempers and our Hearts 
at Home? — In what Hands is Power lodged Abroad? 
Are our unnatural Diviſions our Strength? Or is it 
nothing to us which of the Princes of Eurobe hath the long- 
eſt Sword? The Powerful Hand that deals out Crowns and 
Kingdoms all around us, may it not in time reach out a 
King to us too? Are there no Pretenſions to our Crown 
that can ever be revived *——Or are Popery and Ambition 
become tame and quiet Neighbours? 

Theſe uneaſy Queſtions are enough to ſatisfy any Bri- 
ton, that we can neither know our Security, nor be ſen- 
ſible of our Danger from any partial View of our Conditi- 
on, or from Appcarances on one ſide only; Our Condition 
cannot be judged of, but from the Circumſtances of the 


Affairs of Europe in general, as well as of Great Britain in 


particular. | | | 

That I may repreſent this with the more Advantage, and 
put every thing in its proper View, I cannot but look back 
on the glorious Scene ſome paſt Years preſented us with, a 
Scene too glorious indeed to be forgotten, and yet too affect- 
ing to be remembred. Ambition, Tyranny and Oppreſſion 
ſeemed not long ago to be juſt taking theit Leave of this 
part of the World, and ready to give Place to Honour, Li- 
berty and Juſtice.

vincible ; but the deſtin d Time came, and they were to their 
Coſts as fully convinced of their Miſtake by the Bravery 
of the Britiſh Troops, under the Conduct of Her Majeſty's 
late General, the great Duke of Marlborough. 

As this wonderful Inftrument of Providence carried in 
his Fortune the Fate of the Britiſpb People, who can for- 
bear to run over the good Events that happened under 


him, and the Honours paid to him; both which are re- 


cited not as they are perſonalto himſelf, but as they concern 

the Britiſh Name and Nation, which he repreſented.

Capacity as 
any now living, is ſuppoſed to have entered into a Secret 
and Strict Alliance with the Houſe of Bourbon, and may 
therefore very well add to our Fears of a Popiſh Succeflor. 
Things ſtanding thus, and the Houſe of Bourbon being in 
the actual Poſſeſſſon of France and Spain, bidding fair for 


the Conqueſt of Germam, or in Peace and good Under- 


landing with it; what have Great Britain, and Holland to 


bope from, but the Mercy of France? What elſe have we 


to prevent the Pretender's being impoſed on us, when France 
ſhall think fit; nay, in failure of one Pretender, he has in 
his Quiver a Succeſſion of them; the Dutcheſs of Sævey, or 


Her Sons, or the Dauphin Her Grandſon. The laſt Named

We cannot help it, if ſo 
many Thouſands of our brave Brethren, who laid down 
their Lives againſt the Power of France, have dyed in vain ; 
bay we may value our own Lives dearly, like honeſt Men. 
[hatever may befall the Glory and Wealth of Great Britain, 
let us Bruggle to the laſt Drop of our Blood for its Religion 
and Liberty. The Banner under which we are to enter this 
Conflict, Whenever we are called to it, are the Laws menti- 
oned in this Diſcourſe ; when we do not keep them in Sight, 
We have no Colours to fly to, no Discipline to preſerv E us, 
but are devoted, and have given our ſelves up to Slaughter 
and Confuſion. | » 
While we act manfully under them, we have Reaſon to 
expect , the Bleſſing and Aſſiſtance of Heaven on 1ts own 
Cauſe, which it has ſo, manifeſtly acknowledg d to be ſuch, 
by our many wonderful Deliverances, when all Humane 
Aſſiſtances and ordinary Means of Succeſs ſeemed irrevocably 
removed. We have no Pretenſions to the Divine Favour, 
but from oux firm Adherence to that Settlement, which he 
has by ſo many Wonders and Bleſſings, after ſuch great Dif- 
ficulties and Misfortunes, beltowed upon us, and which 
we have in his Sight, and with the Invocation of his Sacred 
Name, after preparing our Selves at his Altar, ſo frequently 
and ſolemnly Sworn to defend. This plain, unperplexed, 
unalterable Rule for our Conduct, is viſtbly the Work of 
his Hand to a favoured: People. Her Majeſty's Parhamen- 
tary Title, and the Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of 
Hinover, is the Ark of God to Great Britain, and, like that 


of Old, carries Death to the profane Hand that ſhall dare 
do touch it.
